Hence when it is, 
let us say, one o’clock in the afternoon here, it is seven-there. It would 
be quite convenient in many families for the mother and her daughters to 
say the beads together after the noon meal, and at that very time it is 
evening in France and the soldiers have a bit of time to themseives which 


would be sweetened for them by the thought that they were being pra} 


yed 


for at home and could unite their prayers with those ef mother and Sis 

ters by saying the beads themselves. And even those of us who peak 
down-town may easily find out some convenient church and spend the few 
minutes required for saying five decades of the beads before they go to 
work again. Thus they can join in the prayers of those at home and those 
in France. The holy season which is meant as a season of special prayer, 
would be an excellent time to begin, and in your next letter to the boy in 
France you may tell him to join every night in the prayers that will then 
be being said for him after noon hour at home. It is hoped that many of 
our Catholic families will adopt this holy practice of saying the beads 
each day for their absent sons, and that once accustomed to saying the 
beads in common they may continue them even after the war—in thanks- 


giving for those who come safely home and for the repose of the souls
